Catholic Priests in Germany. 


There is a strong feeling in Germany that 
the Catholic priesthood take advantage of 
their position to interfere in political mat- 
ters, Hence in the Reichstag the Bavarian 
delegates have moved forthe introduction 
Into the penal code of a paragraph to this 
effect :—“A priest, or other servant of re- 
ligion, whoin the exercise of his calling 
publicly before o multitude, or who, in 
places of religious assemblies shall make 
affairs of the State the subject of an an- 
nouncement or debate in a manner danger- 
ous to the public peace, shall be sentenced 
to imprisonment or arrest in a fortress to 
the extent of two years.” This 'paragraph 
is said to haye been adopted—we know not 
whether to the extent of becoming law. It

Ravages of the Fire-Fiend, 


TWO FIRES LAST NIGHT, 


BURRELL'S AXE FACTORY BURNED. 


Between 8 and 9 o'clock last night, Bur- 
rell’s axo factory,situated at Blecker's dam, 
was discovered to be on fire. The flames 
wero first obseryed in the engine 
from which they spread with great rapid 
ity through the dry framo of the building. 
sorapid was tho progress of the fire, that 
by the time the fire apparatus could arrive 
it had made such headway as to render ex- 
tinction an almost hopeless task, The 
engines played heavy stroams upon 
burning mass and did excellent service, 
whilst the Hook and Ladder Company and 
Capt. Nunn’a chemical engine rendered 
efficient ald. The main building, however, 
and much of the valuable machinery and 
stock which it contained, wore completely 
destroyed, with the exception of some heavy 
machinery on the ground floor, ‘lhe office 
(a brick building) and a shed to the south 
of the factory, also the new brick building 
to the north,were saved, though the former 
was considerably scorched. During the 
progress of the fire, a grand stampede was 
caused amongst the spectators by tho noise 
of the escaping steam from the boiler which 
supplied the motive power to the engine by 
which the machinery was driven, Mr, 
Burrell’s loss on machinery and building is 
estimated at $4,000, which is partly met by 
\nsurance in the Liverpool and London and 
Globe to the amount of $2,000, The origin 
of the firo is unknown, 

The occurence of this fire is deeply to 
be regretted, as, besides the loss to the 
proprietor, about 25 men are thrown out of 
employment, The building was new, hay- 
ing been finished during Inst year, and the 
trade carried on was very large and increas: 
ing constantly, We learn that Mr, Burrell 
intends immediately to erect a temporary 
building in which to carry on business, to 
replace the machinery destroyed, und to 
resume operations as soon as possible. 
About two hours after the occurence of 
the above, a shed in rear of Mr. Jas, Cum- 
mins’ building on Front Street, took fire 
from some unknown cause, The alarm 
was quickly sounded, and the Hook and 
Ladder Company in a short time had the 
building torn down. The engines prevent- 
ed the spread of the flames to buildings 
adjoining. A quantity of material for the 
manufacture of harness, stored in the build.

Mr, Blake, standing upon’ the threshold 

of his office, and turning to assure the on= 
ookers of his title thereto, appears to think 
hat title scarce madé out, and aska from 
he compassion of his hearers that which he 
Joes not feel quite strong enough to demand 
“Thave had,” he says, “ con- 

‘ siderable diffculties; I haye had to endure 
“much pain and anxiety, 1 suppose that 
“ the formation of an Administration {s not 
‘uofrequently attended with these diffi- 
“culties, and accompanied with that pain 
“and anxiety.” 

Did you ever think of that before, MF, 
Blake? Or did you suppose that your case 
is peculiar, and that other men can con- 
atruct cabinets and manage the business of 
4 country without pain and anxiety? You 
could not have thought that, and yet dur- 
ing the past four years you have never ex- 
hibited a single grain of consideration for 
other people's pain and anxiety, On the 
contrary, you have on every possible occa- 
sion used that pain and anxiety for your 
own purposes, instead of considering Ad- 
ministration measures on their merits, You 
have never been heard to uttor one appro- 
ying word,to encourage your opponents by 
one generous expression of confidence. 
You never sought to inquire what the 
merits of an Administration measure might 
be, but how you could most effectively 
Use those measures, whéthcr you thought 
them good or bad, to injure your oppon- 
ents.and help yourself. Your policy was 
purely selfish. You wanted power; and 
you never allowed any sentimental consid - 
erations of charity or generosity to stand 
between you and the attainment of your 


en right. If you felt 
administer the public 
uffairs of the Province better than Mr, 
Macdonald could, you were Justified, nay 
prajseworthy, in secking the position you 
occupy ; but bow is itthat you now ask 
for consideration on account of pain and 
anxiety which you never showed an oppo= 
nent? 

But it iaa little singular, Mr, Blake, that 

you should have so much pain and anxiety 
atthe very beginning of your labors. You 
have apparently a working majority at your 
back ; there is no difference of opinion 
between you and even thal member of your 
cabinet who has yoted sixty-three times 
against you and three times with you dur- 
ing the past four years ; you can have no 
difficulty in defining your policy, since, as 
you have opposed everything Mr. Macdon- 
ald has done, you have only to find out What 
he would do, and announce that you would 
do the exact reverse. How, then, can you 
have had pain aod anxiety ro early in your 
official career? Has that pain been caused 
by the course you haye been compelled to 
pursue in order to giin power? Was ita 
painful business to secure the support of 
Messrs. Prince and Robinson? Or that of 
Mr. Scott? Did your better nature revolt 
from the task of securing, by means not yet 
made public, that support which the votes of 
the people had denied*you? And the 
anxiety—was that on account of feara for 
the future? Did you reflect that men who 
change once from interested motives may 
change again as soon as their interest re- 
quiresit? Oris your conscience yet ten- 
der enough to reproach you for the course 
you have taken, and does it prompt you to 
ask others to do foward you, on account of 
your pain and anxiely, as you have not 
done toward them ¥ Tell us more about i 
Mr. Blake—give us no half confidences ; 
but let ua know where the pain and anxiety 
arise, and on what grounds you wish to be 
judged charitably and considerately. 
You would like your menagures to be 
on their merits ; aud we are 
quite prepared to judge them 0, 
so. You would like to receive the support 
of good men of all partiesso long as you 
conduct the public business for the good 
of the country; and we trust yoo will have 
it. But can you point to # single instance 
in which you haye done the like’ And 
that, we bell is why you feel pain and 
anxiety. In the moment of your trial and 
shame; in the day when you have gained 
power and lost your self-respect; in’ the 
time when you have begun to justify your 
deeds to the world and have cessed to 
justify them to yourself —" the last infirmity 
of evil;” in the hour when you have gain - 
ed the prize you have so long hungered and 
thirated alter, but have lost the confidence 
of your friends and the respect of your 
enemios—at such a moment you have the 
sain and. noxioty, to deprecate 
a continuance that mode of warfare 
which has inured thus far to your benefit, 
and to ask that henceforward # more hon= 
orable mode of warfare be indulged in, 
We trust that your prayer may be granted, 
and that in the future the politics of our 
Province will not be characterized by a 
wild scramblo for office; but that men may 
be willing to unite on measures which wily 
benefit the’ country and differ only whore 
there is reasonable ground for difference, —

Norfolk, 8; Northumberland aod Darham, 
8; Vatarivo, 1; Powl, 1; Simone, 1; Wel 
liogton, 4; York, 1; Simcoe, 3; Belleville, 
8; Haldimand, 1, Tho number of pupils 
who lad previously attended other schools 
was 45; those who had not attended any 
school for the Deaf and Dumb, 63. 
The nationality of the parents of the 
pupils is given ns follows: Canada, 38; 
Ireland, 26; Eogland, 21; Scotland, 14; 
Germany; 8; United States, 2; Indian, 1; 
Unkaoown, 7. 
To tho table giving the occupation of 
the parents of the pupils, we find that out 
of 107 no less than 65, or more ‘than half, 
are farmers. There are ten laborers, four 
carpenters, three merchants, three dairy 
mon, two blacksmiths, two coopers, two 
painters, two shocmakers, and the remain- 
der are distributed one each to various 
other occupations.

The Principal, in noticing the fact that 
forty one of the pupils attended Mr. Mc 
Gannu’s School, says in the report; 


“Te will be seen from the above statement 
hat a large number ot deaf mutes attended 
the Tostutution under the management of 
Prot, J. B. McGinn, He was the ploncer 
n the establishment of a Deaf Mute School 
in Ontario Hu commenced the School in 
Toronto in June, 1858, removed to Hamil 
ton in 1864 and continued the School 
gol July,1870, During that period abovr 
one hundred and eighty deaf mutes were 
under jostruction, aud. a great interest was 
excited throughout the Province in the 
work of deaf mate education, through the 
efforth of Mr, McGann and bis associates,” 


Attention is called to the large number 
of deaf mutes still uncared for, being two 
hundred and twenty-five, in addition to 
those who have attended the Institution 


of allaizes, also the fice ihatthy re has been 
rcearcely any rain during the summer, you 
will see that our farming operationa have 
been attended with great difficulty. We 
had the past season only about eight acres 
under cultivation, aud rajacd about six 
hundred bushela of potatoes, besides a 
quantity of cabbage, carrots, beets andorher 
gareon vegetables, which afforded us mn- 
terial ald during the summerand Tall, We 
alio savet about five tong of hay and oats 
(po the straw), whieh will afford us coasid. 
erable help towards feeding our stock 
daring the coming winter, In addition to 
tho manure furuished from our barn and 
atabl we have bauled about two hundred 
loads from town, also ninety loads of grayel 
for the improvement of our grounds, and 
besides this done such other hauliog ua 
was required. Before the close of the season 
we will havo at least eighteen acres of land 
roady lor planting next spring. It must be 
several years before a large yield can bo 
expected from our farm, The land must 
be thoroughly cultivated and drained, and 
well manured, 

“There was a small orchard on our farm 
which has yielded more than twenty bar- 
rola of apples, We planted last spring two 
hundred and fifty apple trees and fifty pear 
and plum trees, They are looking remark 

ably well, and so far but few have diced. A 
row of abade trees, consisting of maples, 
elma, etc,, haa been planted on each side of 
the Trenton road, in front of tho Tuatitution 
grounds, and for a considerable distance 
along the road on the oust side otf our farm. 
© The grounds in front of our main build- 
ing, embracing an area of twelve acres, have 
been tastefully ald out in walks and drives, 
and planted with evergreen and shade 
trees, A rustic summer house, and a nums 
ber of rustic seats, have been constructed, 
and the walks have been covered with a 
thick coating of gravel. This work was 
done under supervision of Mr. H. A. Engle- 
bardt, an accomplished lundscape gardener, 
und reflecta credit upon bis taste and skill, 
Tt will be necessary to plant a number of 
trves this fall, to replace those which died, 
owing to the dry weather of the past sum 

mer, We should also plant a number of 
ornamental sbrubs and flowering plants 
hext spring, 

© The books and maps purchased tor our 
library bave afforded a great amount of 
pleasure,aa well as instruction,to our pupils 

We have laid the foundation for a good 
libre The stereoscopticon and views 
accompanying have been the source of 
much enjoyment and amusement The 
beautiful and varied collection of German 
chromo paintings have been greatly admir~ 
ed, and give a cheerful appearance to the 
rooms in which they are placed, I would 
recommend, during the coming year, the 
purchase of a small amount of apparatna,

for the past year; and although'the Prin- 
cipal speaks in the highest terms of the 
efforts made to excite a general interest 
throughout the municrpalities interested, 
there is still increased effort needed, and it 
is strongly urged that further efforts be 
made to bring these unfortunate children 
under the influence of proper training and 
instruction, 


After referring to the system of instruc 

tion pursued in this and similar Institutions, 
the report says: “Deaf Mutes, except in 
rare instances, do not entorany of the 
learned professions, and comparatively few 
develop that peculiar talent Necessary to 
enable them to engage in any of the flue 
arts a3& means of support, after leaving 
school. 

_" There isin Belleville a notable excep 

tion to this role. I allude to the Messrs, 
MacLellan, Barristers, Attorneys at Law,

land, of which Mr, Dicean Anderson was

has fairly and but fairly begun the work. 
Tho experience I have had in building 
mills, and machinery, has taught me to un- 
derstand rather more about the cost of 
such work thun that of a gentleman who 
barely has had a theoretical experience in 
such matters, 

Had Mr. Diamond set down $8,000, 
instead “of $2,000 or $8,000" he would 
lave come nearer the mark, Twill put the

Mr. Alexander Mackenzie and Mr, Archibald 
McKellar, two of the oldest standard-bearers of 
the Party, had taken into the new Cabinet Mr. 
R, W t—we confess we were astounde: 

What we Lave condenmed {n vur political op- 
ponents We cannot uphold in the conduct of our 
Political friends, Both must be tried by the 
same undeyviating rule. And wo do record our 
honest conyiction when we say that we belloye 
the leaders of the Reform party have cloarly 
departed from thelr former professions in thus 
having given place to Mr, Scott In what they 
wish'the people to look upon asa pure party 
Government.

London Democracy. 


A SPLIT IN THE REPUBLICAN OAM. 


An amusing report of the proceedings at 
alate meeting 16 given by the Advertiser ; 
Tho‘ Hole in the Wall,’ the rendezyous 
of the democratic political agitators, was 
on Monday night, December 4th, or rather 
Tuesday, morning, shortly after midnight, 
tue scene of a most violent uproar, A 
concert had been given during thé night 
for the benefit of the Secretary of the De-

Governor's Health Better, 
Quebec, Jan. 8—The River opposite the 
city froze across yesterday morning in one 
clear sheet.

OYSTERS. 


The South Grey § tlon--- 
Wholesale Intimidation and 
Bribery. 


The election that has just taken place in 
South Grey, and resulted in the complete 
overthrow of Mr, Dickey, the Government 
candidete, presents a record probably never 
equalled in the history of Canada for 
bribery intimidation, and corruption, at the 
hands of the Crown, The circumstances 
are a9 follows :— 

It will be remembered that last Legis- 
lature a Bill was introduced by the late 
Ministry, and pagsed authorizing the re- 
valuation of Crown lands in certain Tocali- 
tes, among others in South Grey. In 
cordance with that good and prudent meas- 
ure, (wo valaators were appointed forthe 
Riding—to wit. Mr, Lewis of St. Catharines 
snd a Mr, Toraburn, The township of Proton 
was their special fleld. They went over it 
Carefully aud reported to the Sandfleld 
Macdonald Governmtnt their valuation, 
ranging from twenty-five to seventy-lve 
Cente peracre. The report of the valuators 
hnd not been acted upon when the Goyern- 
ment was killed; and it was, therefore, 
doubtful whether that extremely low valu- 
ation would or would not be accepted. So 
matters stood when the Blake- Scott Coali- 
tion came into power. At that time Messrs, 
Lauder and Dickey were canvassing Sonth 
Grey, whose settlers naturally felt grateful 
to the former for the prominent part he had 
taken in putting the Re-valuation Act 
through the Legislature. The moment Mr. 
Dickey’s friends vaulted into office over the 
carcase of the constitution they had strangl 
ed, that moment the township of Proton 
was put onder what may be called * Crown 
Totimidation Law.” Mr, Lewis, one of the

A Triple Murder at Windsor 
Locks, Connecticut,

Haxrroup, Jan, 3—The triple murder at 
Windsor Locks on Tuesday, briefly report:

Billings and his wife and Julia Hays, « 
young woman and inmate of his house.

A 
moan who visited there was found dead from 
the effects of drags.

He was absent 
from home for a couple of daya preceeding 
the murder, and as known to have visited the 
house.

The Wood Famine, 


TWO CHILDREN FROZEN TO DEATA—THE 
FATHER AND MOTPER BADLY ¥FROST- 
BITTEN, 


(From the Montreal Gaeette ) 

Sunday was one of the severest days of 
the season; not only was the air bitingly 
cold, but a sharp wind blew during the 
day, chilling the traveller to the bone, 
What the poor of our city, without fuel 
and with little clothing,must have suffered, 
can searcely~be imagined> One of the 
most heart rending cases of death from 
cold and starvation occurred during the 
night which we have ever heard of. Two 
children were frozen to-death, and the 
father and mother were badly frost-bitten, 
in a house in Kempt Street, The name of 
the miserable family is McCaffery. They in- 
habited a room, or den rather, in a yard 
off Kempt Street, one of the worst spots in 
town, 

Yesterday morning news was brought to 
Sergeant Carson, of the Ottawa street police 
station, that twochildren had been frozen to 
death, He proceeded to the place indicat- 
ed, and fonnd a wretched man and woman 
lying on the floor, In one corner lay the 
two children, one of them quite naked, and 
covered with a few miserable rags. Life 
had apparenUy been extinct tor some’ hours, 
as the bodies of both were hard as lumps of 
marble, The eldest was a boy of two years 
old, the other was a mere infant some three 
months of age, The aspect ofthe room was 
quite in keeping with the misery of ita oc- 
cupants. It reeked with filth; there was 
not the slightest yestige of furniture in we 
most of the glass had been broken from the 
windows, and in places where water had 
been spilled ice had formed on the floor. 
Indeed, it would have been cruel to have. 
lodged a cow or a horse in so wretched an 
apartment. McCaffery and his.wifes were 
at once remoyed to the General Hospital.” 
In the afternoon an inquest waslield by, Mr. 
Coroner Jones, when a verdict from starva~ 
tion andcold was returned. This miserable 
couple had rented the apartment in which, 
they were found ten days since, from a man 
named William Denfords—Since that time 
they have been in ‘an almost continuous 
state of intoxication, The last that was 
seen of them on Sunday was about 6 o'clock 
when they both were very tipsy, and they 
were not again visited’ until about 9 o'clock © 
yesterday. morfling. That people should be 
able to exist in’such a! state os this seems 
hardly credible; yet they did, and ther 
condition was but Jittle worse than that of 
several other families in the sate locality. 
Indeed, had.at mot been that Sergeant Carson. 
supplied a family named Burns with wood, 
on Saturday night, they would not in all pro 
bability have been alive at present. 


The Savages of Havana,

made as fine as flour by pounding in a 
mortar, it could be extracted so much bet- 
ter as to require no more than two-fifths aa 
if it were only coarsely ground, An equal- 
ly strong extract can be made by allowing 
water to stand on the grounds,as by giving 
it a boil or filtering through it. The latter 
method is the true one for retaining all of 
the aroma. When coffee beans are roasted. 
4n empyroumatic oil is produced which 
being volatile, is expelled if the coffee ex- 
tract be boiled. It is better to make the 
grounds as fine as flour, and to extract by 
filtretion, and never to boil.”

The affair of M. Rance’ was more serious, 
as it was caloulated to involye the resigha- 
tion of ministers. Since May last jt was a 
general wonder tow Rance, identified with 
the early acis of the commune, resigning 
when its proceedings became tyranical, was 
not put upon his trial like some of his col- 
leagues similarly compromised. He was 
Minister of Police under the Gambetta dic- 
tutorship, and ym that capacity ordered the 
arrest of the Prince de Joinyille, who enter- 
ed France under an assumed name to take 
part in beating back the invader, 


It is believed that Ranc, an alter go be 
tween Versailles and the Commune, knows 
all about the skeleton in the cupboard, and 
holds documentary proofs compromising 
some of the powers that be. Deputy Duval 
demanded why Ranc wos not placed in the 
dock. ML. Duval was’a Pubtic Prosecutor 
under the empire, and bis father was one 
of the magistrates who judged his tellow- 
citizens for the ‘crime’ of resisting the coup 
d'etat, His sonis abont forty years of age, 
with very red hair—an uncommon color in 
France—u long pointed beard, as cool as a 
cucumber, and as resolute as an ancient 
Gaul. He dealt Thor-blows to the Govern- 
ment, clinching # succession of triusms. 
The Minister of Justice displayed all his. 
nasal eloquence, and was a success 
making the most of a delicate case. He” 
created a sensation—but no conviction— 
that the Government was a stranger to the 
prosecutions of the Comnitinita—Jeft that 
to the military, and while asserting he 
knew nothing about Ranc ,did not extend 
that ignorance to his colleagues. The 
Minister of War cut up badly; he insinuat- 
ed Rane had undergone a preliminary ex= 
amination, but astonished the natives by 
admitting it was only a3 a witness—in o 
word, trying to see Ranc’s cards. Finally: 
after terribly exciting scenes, the Assembly, 
like cats, as usual foll on its feet, It de 
clined to become a Court of Justice, the 
precedent would be fatal, and it left to the 
Government the responsibility of its of- 
ficials in the impartial execution of the law.

Butter ee 


The great suecess which has attended 
the introduction of cheese factories, both 
in the snperlor quality and diminished cost 
of the article manutactured, has led to the 
establishment, recently, of similar factories 
for the production of butter andeream. The 
mdde of conducting these ésta ents 
resembles closely that ofa cheese factory. 
The freab milk from a large number of cows” 
is delivered at the factory from the sur- 
rounding farms,and placed in a cool spring 
house in tin pans for the cream to rise, Tn 
some establishments they take the cream 
off sweet and then let it atand until dt sours, 
and then churn it and feed the buttermilk 
to calves or swineand make the skimemilk 
into cheese while sweet, At others, they 
jet the milk sour before skimming it; then 
take off the cream and wburn it, and feed 
the buttermilk and skim-milk, The butter 
of well managed factories will be uniform 
through the season, like a good brand of 
flour or sugar, and generally sells in market 
for three to five cents per pound higher 
than choice dairy butter. It is claimed,too, 
that they will make, ata well managed ea- 
tablishment, equally na och butter from 
the same quantity ot milk as the most suc- 
cesafal dairymen do; besides the cheese 
that many of them mako, whiol generally 
sclis for about two thirds the price ot now 
milk, cheese, and theyfmake about? pounds 
of clieese to cach pound of butter, The ad: 
vantages, theujof making butter at factories 
are obvious.

Wolves have made their appearance with- 
in sight of the city, and it is conmdered 
quite natural they should succeed the 
Prussians. A white bear is yisible—but in 
& butcher's shob, and’ a souvenir of bruin 
may be had at the rate of thirty sous a 
pound, being about one half the price of a 
primerump steak, The new addition to 
our food supplies is called “Chambord,’ as 
his color responds to the white flag, and 
he comes from Lucerne, the Counts’ favorite 
residence. The snow, frost and thaw have 
made Paria something like unialiabitable, 
The Bonapartist journals do not go the 
length of ssying it did not snow under the 
empire, they take credit that leas fell, ‘and 
above all, that Haugsmann’s army of 45,- 
000 Scavengers removed it to the Seine in 
the course of a few hours. This 18 not ex- 
actly the truth, as the cleanliness of Paris 
exhibited a falling off with the decadence 
of the empire, and the present dead-lock 
is the consequence of the imperial* system 
having exbausted the municipal-cash-box, 
and saddled Paris with as many loans as 
New York, 

Then the Communist say, if the 20,000 
prisoners on the hulks were free, the streets 
would not be so filthy. The only wonder 
ia that the present misfortune is not put 
down to the discount of the Prussians, and 
they have such broad shoulders to bear it. 
The fact is the streets are pools of black 
mud and shurned snow—‘a slimy sea’ re 
calling the abcient mariner, in (his case 
citizens being the ‘slimy things’ that crawl. 
Matters are returning to the middle ages, 
when streets were never awept, and the 
garbage was shot info the nearest open 
space and farmed out to fatten hogs ; when 
the inhabitant# wore terrible jack-boots to 
resist the wud and filth, The corporation is 
asked to light the city since it cannot clean 
it, and ¢o enable people to avoid the banks 
ofsnow and ordures. The city engineer 
asserted that 60,000 carts would be neces- 
sary to remove the snow dc. in the streets, 
to the river's side; it was proposed to 
throw it into the large sewers and ‘dissolve 
it there by jets of steam. This was ob- 
jected to as impracticable, and finally m&t- 
ters were settled by appointing a Commis- 
sion to desl with the fog, the frost and the 
snow; itsreport may be expected on the 
Qiet of June. 

The Crown” dinmonds are réally not 
worth the confusion they create by the 
project for their sale. They have had the 
effect of dividing parties’already too much 
diyided—and display in the Assembly the 
repnblicans and monarchists neatly equal 
in numbers at the’ ballot box, If the de- 
finite form of government 1s to be subjected 
to acasting vote, in a parliament where 
representatives are equally balanced, one 
may go to bed under a’ Republic on the ist 
December, and waken up wader a Monar- 
chy on New Yeays day following. Yet 
there is great anxiety to scttle tlie Consti- 
tutional quéstion, and a dread at the same 
time to-approach it. The impatience of 
expectants 18 forcing a departure from that 
“trace of Bordeaux” to first of all re-eétub 
lish the country, M. Thiers is still popular 
but not to the same extent as in Febroary 
Jast. He is accused of want of vigor and 
decision ; ia displaying too much of the 
tncticlan anil cherishes strategy toa fault.” 
His fall is accepted in advance, as the 
jourvals are basy with hig: successor. The 
President ot the Assembly Grevy is highly 
spoken of, the monarchists would not 
object to him only they dislike a Republic, 
They will put forward the Duc d’Aumale 
forthe Presidency, who in time would 
make way for the Coupt de Chambord and 
the heir apparent the Count de Paris. So 
far ng the Due is concerned there is proba~ 
bility in the intrigue ; what clalms he 
possesses superior to M.Thitrs are uokoown 
but his elevation would create more chatices 
for the rapacities, untortunately not capa~ 
cities, of politionl factions. The majority 
ot deputies on which M, Thiers has to rely 
ia not inclined to be led, it rather shows 
ilsclt inclined to dictate its wishes, which 
may be carried 'so far, that in a moment of 
disgust M, Thiers may resign and occupy 
his seat in the Assembly as a simple 
member, In the absence of any practical 
work oo the pastof the Assembly so far, a 
newspaper assures France three more stoves 
have been added to those already dn the 
Chamber, which being now a veritable 
hot-house, flowers may be expected to 
bloom on the bald pates of the members,

Tho ipjured man had no use 
of his arms, the result of his injuries. His 
wounds were diessed by Dr. Van de Warker, 
At noon to-day Cummins wasin a precari- 
ous condition, The family of the injured 
man have been notified of the accident,

The Dravidians. 


To the majority of English readers ‘Dray- 
idion’ will be a new name. Yet it belongs 
to some twenty millions—nay nearly thirty 
millions — of prosperous cousins and fellow 
subjects of ours. They are a group of close~ 
ly related nations who have been lately dia- 
covered to be also closelyrelated to John Bull 
and his many descendants, The second 
city in her Majesty's dominions, in point of 
popolation, is a Dravidian city, and is 
supposed to contain, 700,000 souls, The 
city 18 Madras; the people occupy the 
southern portion of the peninsula of Todia, 
extending from Cuttack and Juggérnautb, 
of famine and religious celebrity, to that 
Cape Comorin which was for so many 
years the goal of European navigators, 
The origin of this section of the Hinds was 
long disputed, but the language bas settled 
the question, *Tae nations forming the 
Dravidian race speak the language kn ws 
as Tamil, Telugu, Canarese and Malaglin.

At the sitting of the Board on the 19th, 
several essays und resolutions were submit- 
ted, which raised the question of protection 
vs, free trade, After some conversation, in 
which the party favoring protection develop» 
ed unexpected strength, it was resolyed not 
to formally discuss the matter at present, 
The bankruptcy question was discussed and 
a resolution passed tothe effect that the In- 
solyent Act ot 1869 had been, in the main, 
satisfactory, although some amendments 
might be necessary, Resolutions were also 
adopted favoring the construction of auch 
railways and canals as wobld best promote 
immigration and colonization; the assimila- 
tion of the Customs Jawa of Manitoba and 
British Columbia with those of the rest of 
the Dominion; the buying and selling of 
grain by the cental system; a revision of 
the law regarding warehouse receipts; post- 
al delivery in towns and cities free of 
charge; extension of the telegraph system 
to the gulf coast; compulsory inspection of 
batter, Osh, fish oils, petroleum, jeather, 
hides, ashes, pork and beef; a uniform ays- 
tem of gauging liquids ; and some,other less 
important matters, 

Saturday's sitting closed the gossion of the 
Board. Resolutions regarding the following 
subjects were passed; Extension of the 
British navigation laws to Lake Ontario; 
the subsidizing of a line of steamers for the 
Lake Suporior trade ; and a law to make a 
judgment obtained in one province valid in 
the other provinces, Several votes of thanka 
Wore passed, also a congratulatory address

for War with apy moderately strong Dower 
would flod the United States Unprepared, 

The admission is made with deep sorrow, 

Practically they possess no navy. Of the 
forty-nine armed yeasels which constitute 
their fleet, the majority are only second or 
third-rate vessels, and geome have been cqn- 
verted into merchant ships. Indeed it Sp. 
pears that the flect isso weak that In case 
of war the security of the seaports and 
principal cities like New York would be 
endangered. Under these alarming cir- 
cumstances our Américan friends have a 
chance of securing their safety by laying 
down torpedoes in the sbip-channels, and 
thus keeping the enemyst bay. So delighted 
are they at this safeguard in thelr weakness 
tbat they exclaim: “So for Our seaports 
“and inlets we have, in the torpedo, abso- 
“lote security against all comers.” To give 
assurance Of safety, it now appears that 
the Americans require ships and guna com- 
petent to contend with those now possess- 
ed by other nations, Not only are the 
fleets of other nations admitted to be su- 
perior to those possessed by the United 
States, but the guns they carry, the Ameri- 
cans say, bave more destructive power than

as a member of the Council for the last fif- 
teen years, Accept my warmest thanks. 
Bat as | am aware that words without acta 
nro valueless, it shall be my earnest effort to 
prove by my acts that this renewed expres- 
sion of your confidence has not been mis— 
placed, and that I valuein its true sense the 
honor you haye done moe. 


1a looking over the Council I seo & number 
of new faces, During no year‘since I have 
been a member of this Council do l remember 
seeing so many clianges. Butas the number 
of representatives increase, it is but natural 
to expect that the changes from year to year 
will be greater. In 1858—the first year I had 
a seat at this Council Board—the County sent 
only thirteen members, of whom only one is 
present beside myselt to-day, In 1868 the 
first year I had the honor to be elected 
Warden, the Council was composed of nine- 
teen members, of the gentlemen composing 
the Council at that time, only two are pre- 
seat beside myself, aa members of the Coun- 
cil of 1872, which is composed of twenty-six 
representatives, 

It is with a fooling akin to regret that I 
note the absence of faces familiar at our 
sessions of Conncll during the year that is 
past, and while I bear a willing testimony to 
the ability and efficiency of these gentiemen, 
I trust thelr places are filled by those equally. 
anxious to discharge the duties of office faith- 
fully and for tho best interests of the County. 
It is satisfactory to note, however, that of the 
twelve Councillors present to-day, who did 
not form a part of the Council of 1871, four 
have previously occupied seats at this Council 
Board, and that most of the now members 
have had considerable municipal experience. 


Since the last-session of the Council of 
1871 an old and faith{ul servant of the County 
lins passed away—I refer to our late County 
Surveyor, Robt, Francis, Esq. I know I 
kpeak the general opinion when I say he was 
a faithful officer and rendered yaluable ser- 
vice to the County. From the intimate rela- 
tionship that I have held to him for the last 
ten years—brought about by our relative 
official positions, 1 became impressed with 
his worth sg a manand his integrity asa 
servant of the Council. He had peculiarities 
of temper—and who has not—but a more 
manly or kinder heart never’ beatin any 
man’s bosom, I feel keenly the loss of his 
experience and matured judgment, and [ 
mourn for him asa man mourns for a® true 
friend. * 
It will be our duty, gentlemen; at this 
session of Council, to appoint Auditors, and 
also to fill the office now vacant by the death 
of our late County Surveyor, 

Arrangements should also be'made for the 
payment of the two Boards of Examiners 
now acting under the new School Law. It 
will also be your duty to appoint ‘Trustees 
for the Hizh Schools im place of the retiring 
members whose terms of office have expired 


Before the Council closes I will name the 
members of the Gravel Road Committes. 

Beyond the usual routine of business T am 
not aware of ally further matters of importance 
for your consideration. 

It js not the usual practice to entertain—at 
this seaslon—application for grants on roadé 
and bridges, and taking Jnto consideration the 
large appropriations of lastyear, by which the 
moat preselog denand forroad improvements 
were met. I think it would be well for the 
Council to retura—for a year or two at Jeast— 
to the policy of no expenditure on roads out- 
side of grayel roads, except In such cases when 
the material Interests of the county would bo 
sacrificed by delas 

Lt would not perhaps be out of place to call 
the attention of the new members of Councll— 
soolng there are so many of them—to the im- 
portance of a careful study of the rules of order 
that govern the meotings of Council. hey 
were formed for tho purpose of not only facili- 
tating, but of giving every member au oppor 
tunity to take part la the business that comes 
before the Councll, and while I shall feel ita part 
of my daty to make a liberal Interpretation of 
these rules In thelr application to new mom- 
bers, atthe same time experience hits taught 
me that an observance of them in the Intercats 
of decorum and despatch of business should be 
maintained. 

Relying on the kindly co-operation of the 
Council in the discharge of my duties, both 
as presiding and executive olticor—whioh has 
always been wo generously accorded in the 
past—I look forward with pleasure to our 
intercourse for the coming year,trusting that 
wo ball all unite heartily in forwarding 
the beat interests of the County.

Disastrous EF 


THREE DWELLING HOUSES AND 
THE ORANGE HALL DESTROYED. 


The most destructive fire with which 
this town has been visited for a longth of 
time occurred this morning, About four 
o'clock the wood-shed belonging to St, 
Thomas’ Church was discovered to be on 
fire, An alarm was quickly raised, and the 
dwellers 1p the vicinity exerted themselves 
to prevent the spread of tho flames to the 
stables and astronomical observatory of 
Mr, Daniel Ackerill, adjoining. Their 
efforta were unavailing, and soon these 
buildings (all frame) were burning fiercely. 
The flames, gathering power as they pro 
ceeded, aud fanned by a strong north-east 
wind, next enyeloped the large brick 
building knowp as the Orange Hall, in 
which Mr. Ackerill residod, on the 
side, and the brick dwelling owned by Mr, 
Ackerill und tenanted by Mrs. Robort 
Wallbridge, on the other side, Even 
here they did not stop, but quickly 

caught the frame building of Mr. Jobo 

Wallis, corner of Bridge and Jobn Streets. 
Before the fire in this latter building had 

gained much headway, the firemen arrived, 

But the steamer had not enough hose, and 

more hadto be sent for, which delay, 

together with the time required to cut 
holes in the ice before the suction pipe 
could be immersed, proved fatal to the 
hopes of those who expected to see purt of 
the buildings saved. No, 2 had meanwhile 
got to work, but beyond keepiny the 
flames down a little, and from a scarcity of 
water, was notable tosrender much seryice. 

Tho work of saving property was, lowever 

in willing hands, and « great »mount of 

labor succeeded in saving nearly all Mr. 

Wallis’ effecta, The furniture, &e., in the 

lower portion of Mrs. Wallbridge's residence 

was saved; but most of that and many 
valuable articles in the upper storey were 
lost, the heat and smoke driving out the 
workers whilst busy with their task, 

Mr, Beatty, of the Commercial College,

lost a quantity of clothing and miscella- 
neous articles. Mr. Ackerill saved little of 
value. When roused from his bed by the 
alarm of fire, he left, in his hurried exit, his 
watch (a valuable gold one) hanging in the 
room, and continued fighting the fire until 
too late to save anything. Nothing what

His treason 
does not consist in want of confidence in 
the ex-empire, but in refusing to make 
every able-bodied cltizen a soldier, after 
the manner of Prussia, which the nation 
desires, but that the President declines 
to carry out under pressure from Berlin.

M. Thiers with slowly dissolying French 
society, avd would preter to his measured 
doses of potroleum, the vigorous applica « 
tion of that liquid, a la Commune.

The Annual Report of the Chief Superin- 
| tendent of Education in Ontario for 1870 
| has just been received. It contains over 
180 pages, and is divided into three parts; 
the first embracing the general report, the 
second the statistical report, and the third 
various appendices. Tho Report commen 
ces by making the gratitying statement 
“that althougl the increase of the School 
and by local effort, in 1869, was $38,093 
(28,623 of which was applied to increase 
the salaries of teachers) yet the increase of 
the Fund,for 1870,by the aame local effort, 
is $116.988, of which $47,515 have been 
expended in {ncreasing the salaries of teach- 
ers. The increase of pupils dn the schools 
have been 10,088. The whole number of 
pupils in the schools is 442,518." 

fable A, ol the geveral report, gives (he 
receipe and expenditures of Common 
School moneys. Tho receipts, derived 
from four sources, are as follows; 1 
Legislative grant, $179,252; 2. Municipal 
assessment, $385,284; 3. Trustecs assess 
ment $951,099 ; 4. Clergy Reserve balances 
ete,, $369,416, The total receipts from all 
Sources, $1,944,864, A comparison of these 
figures of the previous year slowa an in- 
crease of the Legislauve grant of $8,109 ; 
of the Municipal assessment of $12.541 ; 
of the Trustee assessment of »$60,265 ; of 
the Clergy Reserve balances ot $85/409 ; a 
total increase cf $116,938. It may be 
remarked that $14,406 of the Legislative

Busloess mon 
flod it to their Interest to employ good clerks, 
44 one good clerk is worth LWwo poor ones; and 
jo order Lo obtain ond retain good clerks, they 
Pay them good salaries, Experieneo has long 
shown the soundpess of this busiucss rule avd 
Practice In the employment of teachers; yet 
Low many trustees and parents, In school 
matters, abandons rule on which not only the 
merchant, bat the sensible farmer acts, in em- 
ploylog laborers, preferring to give bigh wages 
for good laborers, than to ive fower wages to 
poor \aborors,’'

of the coulindastry aod with the opening 
of Oe Totercolonial and other railwaya, a 
yel greater stimnlus will be given to the 
industries of the Province, and, consequent- 
ly, that the imports, especially of free goods, 
will go on increasing, 


In the days of the anti-confederation 
agitation the increase in the rate of cus— 
toms duties was a suurce of great dissatia- 
faction, and it was contended that the 
increase had been rendered necessary owing 
to the large debt of Caonda proper, and, 
aaa matter of course, that Nova Scotia and 
New Brunswick were saddled with a por- 
tion of the debts of Canada. But what 1s 
the fact, as shown by the imports at the 
port of Haiifax? Why, that the duty bas 
gradually lessened upon the whole yolume 
of imports.

A change every four years muy sult 
the constitution of the tall American pine,but 
would not be so favourable for the broad 
British oak. Tho reigns of only ten sover- 
éigns covered more than four centuries, the 
ate of the following reigns being 403 
i —Honry 1., 86 ; Henry If, 85; Henry 
IL, 66; Edward I, 85; Kdward IIL, 50; 
Henry VI., 89; Henry VIIL, 88; Elizabeth, 
45; George IL, 84; George IIL, 60. Queen 
Victoria will have relgned $5 years at the 
next anniversary of her accession. Her reign 
already far exceeds that of the oldest sover= 
tigns of Europe. The Duke of Mecklen- 
burgh-Strelitz dates from 1842, the Duke of 
Saxe-Coburg from 1844, the Pope from [846, 
the Emperor of Austria from 1848; and the 
Kings of Italy and of Holland from 1849. 
The reign of Victoria began in 1887, and the 
progress of thé nation during her happy and 
glorious rule has exceeded all that the moat 
sanguine could have anticipated. Long may 
she reign!

All the work of pruning, both in the 
orchard and garden, should be done in 
February. Trim up every tree and every 
bush into a nice, open, spreading head, but 
avoid as much as possible cutting away 
lurge limba and bearing wood, Any one 
who has paid attention to the matter can 
tell what limbs and twigs are most loaded 
with fruit. The trunka of large fruit trees 
should be scraped and well washed with 
strong soap suds, and a top dressing of 
ashes and fine manure be placed above the 
roots, but not close to the trunks. The 
older the tree the further out its main roots 
extend, ond it is only at the ends of these 
roots or underground branchea that the 
rootlets that convey plant food to the tree 
are found, Do not spade in the ground to 
get the manure under, but let it atay on 
the surfuce to be soaked in by the spring 
rains, If the ground under fruit trees is 
cultivated at all, the work should be dove 
with a good fork, not a spade: 
—— = 


Preparing Hot-Beds. 


Those of our readers who have gardens of 
of any pretensiong should’not neglect to have 
a well-made hot-bed,~ Nothing proves so 
advantageous in the way of ‘Taising early 
vegetables as giving the seed an éarly start 
in the hot bed. 

For a properly made hot bed fresh horse 
manure only should be used. It should not 
be too full of litter, or the heat will not de- 
velop, Tha bed should be made about 
three weeks before the sveds are to be sown. 
Pile the manure to the depth of about tliree 
feet, wnd let it stand fora week to settle 
before putting the frame on. When making 
the hot-bed the manure should be trodden 
in somewhat as it is piled, and covered over 
with boards to keep offsnow aod rain tll 
the frame is puton. After tho frame is ou 
it will require a week o: two before the heat 
1s -suflicieutly developed to give warmth 
enough for vegetation, To prevent over- 
heating, and thus destruction by fire-fanging 
the bed must be watered occasionally after 
the frame and lights are puton. Do not use 
cold water, but rather warm soap suds from 
the wash tub, After the heatys developed 
cover the bed with about six inches of light 
triable rich earth; let it remain a day or 
two to settle and get warmed, giving a litle 
water, and ‘then cow your seeds, covering » 
them lightly, Water eyery day inthe 
evening with tepid water, and keep a ther- 
mometer hanging inside the frame so that 
the temperature may be regulated and kept 
As Uniform as possible, say at 70° to80°. 
If too hot opan the sashes for a short time 
during the day, Tt the sun js too powerful 
shade by #preuding muts and quilts over 
the sasties doring the hottest part of the day. 
Have cold frames made, which are simply 
slightly raised mounds of earth into which 
some composted mature has been mixed, 
and covered with a high’ frame without 
gluss. Into these transplant early lettuce, 
cabbage, cauliflower, and other hardy salid, 
ablos requiring réom to spreud from 
the hot-bed, and protect at nights and dur- 
ing cold days and storms by covering the 
top of the frame with matting Or boarda, 
removing the covenng, during the day till, 
all risk of frost is passed, The lettuce will 
be eaten by the time the other vegolables 
have got well forward, When they may re 


iain in possession till ft to use,

It is interesting to know 


the increase of crime, there were fewer con- 
Victions and sentences to penal servitude jn 
Britain during 1870 than during any yenr 
on record, In England and Walea there 
was u diminution of 10 per cent upon the 
previous year, nnd in the whole of Britain 
of more than 8 per cent. In 1845, with o 
population of seventeen millionsin England 
and Wales, the total number of sentences 
passed was 17,000 ; in 1870, with a popula- 
tion of twenty-two millions, that number 
had fallen to 13,000. Tho sentences of im- 
prisonment had fallen off 41 per cent ; those 
of transportation and penal servitude, 68 
per cent; and of capital panishment, 76 
percent, The number of re-committments 
had also diminished and the number re- 
claimed bad greatly increased, 


The gross expenditure on criminals for 
the year was £800,000, or £31 7. 5d. per

The Lumber Question. 


U, 8, TRADENS WANT. THE DUTY REPEALED. 


Wasurnoton, Jan, 30,—The Committee 
on Ways and Means to-day gave a hearing 
to parties interested in the lumber trade, 
Explanations were made by several gentle- 
men as to the effect of the present duties, 
The reason why some of the representatives 
of interest in New England and New York 
want the duty repealed, js because prices 
in Canada bayecontinued to advance. It 
is plain that the additional cost of lumber 
to the States by such duties has been and 
is now largely paid by consumers, because 
there are serious obstacles operating against 
foreign shipping trade in New York and 
Boston, and because they do not deem it 
good policy to encourage present waste 
aod diminution of home growth of lamber 
from our fast waning forests by imposition 
ofsuch duties, The capital represented by 
these representatives may be estimated at 
fragn $75;000,000 to $10,000,000.
